Committee on Hungary decided unanimously Thurs- 
day to make a special report to the United Nations’ 
81 members on the execution of Imre Nagy as the

EK. Ronald Walker off Aus- 
tralia made this announcement 
to correspondents after a three 
hour private meeting of the five- 
member committee at which the 
decision was reached. 


Walker, who presided, said 
the committee discussed “what 
steps might be taken for the 


convening of a special session of 
the General Assembly,” but de- 
ferred further consideration un- 
til iater, 


The meeting was the commit- 
tee's second since Hungary an- 
nounced a week ago last Mon- 
day that it had executed former 
Premier Nagy, hie Defense Min- 
ister Gen. Pal Maleter, and two 
others for participation in the 
1956 Hungarian uprising. 

A year ago, the committee 
issued ai 150,000-word report 
convicting the Soviet Union of 
armed suppression of the up 
rising. The new report will 
supplement that. 


Walker told correspondents: 


“We intend to produce a re 
latively short document within 
a relatively short space of time 
because we feel that early action 
by the committee is necessary.” 


He said In reply to questions 
the report would be out soon 
enough 20 43.not te cause com. 
plications In case U.N. members 
agreed on a special session. He 
announced the committee would 
meet again next Wednesday. 


The Committee, he said, was 
aware it could not call such a 
session and had no authority 
beyond reporting. Such a call 
requires agreement of most of 
the 81 member nations. 

Asked what would be the pur 
pose of the report, Walker said 
that, as he saw it, it would be 
to put on record “this recent 
development which is a new 
chapter in the already tragk 
story of Soviet intervention in 
Hungary.” 


After a meeting Saturday the 
committee deplored the execu- 
wons and asked “interested gov- 
ernments” for information on 
them. 


. Walker said it had not yet re 
ceived any official information 
in response to this appeal and 
might well approach individual! 
governments for such informa- 
tion. He said it had received 
many protest letters from or- 
ganizations. 


—. Meanwhile, the U.S. Govern- 


ment informed the Soviet 
Union Thursday it would not 
bar future demonstrations at 
the New York headquarters of 
the Soviet U.N, delegation. 


U.S. action to stop such dem- 
onstrations was demanded by 
the Soviet delegation after Sun- 
days clashes in which 7 New 
York City policemen were hurt 
and 12 demonstrators arrested. 

In a note to the Russians, the 


U.S. delegation denied that 
American authorities had in- 
spired or encouraged the 


demonstrators who were pro 
testing the executions of form- 
er Hungarian Premier Imre 
Nagy and others involved in 
the 1956 uprising. The demon- 
strations were organized by 
Hungarian exiles. 

Bela Fabian, leader of the 
Federation of Former Hungari- 
an Political Prisoners, has an- 
nounced new demonstrations 
will be held at the Soviet head- 
quarters Saturday and Sun- 
day. 


Requiem Mass Held

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Russians Warn 
Japan of A-Bases

Radio Moscow, bn a 
broadcast beamed to Japan 
Thursday night, accused the 
United States of endanger 
ing the Okinawan and 
Japanese peoples by plan- 
ning the establishment of 
nuclear weapon bases on 
Okinawa. 

“United States policy to- 
ward Okinawa is to 
strengthen control of 
this ‘apanese isiand (Ok}l- 
naw and turn it into a 
base for nuclear weapons,” 
said Radio Moscow, “How 
dangerous thie is to the 
Okinawans and to the Japa- 
nese nation is quite clear.” 

The broadcast warned 
that under such conditions 
the Japanese people may 
be dragged into a “nuclear 
war agamst their wish and 
without warning.”

They were im- 
mediately sent to the Upper 
House, 

The Upper House will not 
start deliberations on the three 
important bills before July 3, 
since the Upper House Budget 
Committee will be in session 
until then, The bilis in ques- 
tion are to be discussed by the 
Education and Finance Con 
mittees. 

Strong resistence is expected 
from the Opposition Socialist 
Party, which hopes to delay 
the enactment of the three 
bills. 

As a result, the Tory party 
may be compelled to extend the 
current Diet session by three 
or four days.

Japan Envoy 
States Policy 
‘Toward ROK 


Japan's chief delegate to the 
current talks with the Repub- 
lic of Korea yesterday denied 
that he had given support to a 
ROK push by force to take over 
the Communist northern half 
of that divided country. 

Renzo Sawada was called by 
Opposition Socialists to explain 
his controversial statement. He 
appeared and gave his explana- 
tion before the House of Repre- 
sentatives Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The statement, which the So- 
clalists sought to make an issue 
over, Was made by Sawada on 
June 11 at a meeting of the 
Japanese and ROK delegates at 
the Tokye Station Hotel. 

As quoted by the Socialists. 
the statement was this: “I hope 
the 38th Paraliei dividing 
Korea into two will be pushed | 
back northward as far as the | 
Yalu.” 

Sawada admitted that “part 
of my expression may not 
have been appropriete.” 

But he went on to explain 
that he did not mean that the 
Gemarkation line “should be 
pushed northward by force” but 
that it “would disappear if 
the U.N, resolution is imple 
mented.” 

The diplomat said that the 
Government was Negotiating 
with the South Korean Gow 
ernment under Premier Svyne- 
man Rhee because that Gov- 
ernment is a sole legal entity 
governing that part of Korea 
south of the 38 parallel and 
its status is recognized by a 
majority of nations. 

He, then refuted the Interpel- 
lator’s contention that the re. 
sults of the current talks would 
be nullified in the event of the 
formation of a unified govern- 
ment for the whole of Korea. 
He said: 

“If Japan-ROK relations are 
further allowed to remain un- 
normalized indefinitely when 10 
years have passed since the 
war's end, we feel, the negli- 
gence would have undesirable 
effects not only on us, the two 
parties, but on the peace in the 
whole of Asia.”

These reports coincided with 
a growing feeling among Wer 
tern diplomatic sources that the

As a resuk, no precipitate 
and dramatic section was €x- 
pected here, such as emergency 
meetings of the Security Coun- 
cil which conceivably could 
lead to a special session of the 
General Aasembly. 

Hammarskjold said on ar- 
rival here Thureday that “the 
word ‘observation’ is decisive” 
the U.N. program now being 
carried out in Lebenon by an 
international observer team of 
04 men. 

Diplomats said Haromarskjold 
felt there might be a need to

and motifs. Secondly, there 
are Kaga-zogan inlaid 
with colored plastie in severely 
modern patterns and colors 
against the bronze surface.

A “new material is the 
Tanzaku-ire lacquerware devel- 
oped in Toyama. Instead of the 
shiny surface associated with 
traditional Japanese lacquer, 
this medium presents a rather 
rough, primitive effect, en- 
hanced in some products by the 
use of ancient prototypes of 
Chinese characters as the prin- 
cipg4 design motif.

are trying to adapt their tech- 
niques to the production of 
modern wares. The result is 
that some of the motifs and 
colors of Kutani are being used 
in highly simplified form on 
plates, etc., for dinnerware and 
tea-sets. These items have the 
virtue that every line and every 
bit of color is hand-applied—no 
decals here. They have the cor- 
responding disadvantage of 
higher price than the standerd 
export dinnerware. 

The potters are working in all 
of the traditional Kutani colors 
and patterns, going through the 
six or eight distinct historical 
stages of this ware. 

The contemporary Kutani 
wares exemplify the need in 
many Japanese small industries 
to draw the line’ between sou- 
venir items, true curio items 
and commercial products ca- 
pable of wide distribution and 
general use. On the one hand, 
a tourist (or a Gl temporary 


resident) may buy a product 
strictly as a means of remem- 
bering the place whence it 
comes. The suitability of the

The True Curie 


A true curio is valued for its 
association of origin, but the 
buyer also has in mind the suit- 
ability of the item to his home 
(or a friend’s home, in the case 
of a gift). With this slightly 
different buying motive, the at- 
tention to color and design is 
liable to be more selective. In 
the case of commercial products 
for volume sale and wide distri- 
bution, the design origin must 
be more subtle, 


It would be difficult, in an 
American home, to “live with” 
the highly-decorated Kutani as 
dinnerware day after day. But 
selected simplified motifs, less 
overt in their Oriental origin, 
but nonetheless distinctive in 
form and coloring, can be very 
pleasant home companions.

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National Annuity System 

The establishment of a national annuity system is, 
without doubt, one of the many problems which confront 
the new Kishi Cabinet. It used to be that a minimum 
wage policy was the mark of a modern country. Today, 
it is a social security program. To adopt and perfect such 
a system has become the accepted duty of a progressive 
nation, 

In Japan we, have a partial annuity system which ap- 
plies to about one-third of this nation’s population, but 
jt ie a mere drop in the ocean to what this country really 
needs. And in the general elections last month both the 
Liberal-Democrats and the Socialists pledged they would 
realize a national annuity system. The new Cabinet, ac 
cordingly, is committed to seeing that it is put into force. 

The Social Security System Study Council, delegated 
the task of drafting concrete measures to carry out such 
a program, completed a report of its recommendations 
recently. As the council itself says, its proposals are “far 
from ideal,” and, after studying it, one is forced to agree. 
The funds to be disbursed are far from adequate to supply 
the needs of the people, and conditions binding annuities 
to disabled persons and fatherless families are very strict. 

The program appears to be especially hard on disabled 
persons,—excluding from its provisions all invalids except 
those requiring constant attendance by a nurse. 

Some persons will question also that the annuity sys- 
tem already in force is left untouched and no effort is made 
to adjust the old and new annuity systems. These surely 
are questions that must be faced sooner or later. 

It cannot be denied, thus, that the council's plan is 
imperfect and unsatisfactory. However, considering the 
level of economy in this country and the-state of finances 
here, one can see reasons for these shor{conings. 

The best that can be said for this plat is that it is 
perhaps realistic and even practicable. The council was 
caught between two alternatives. An ideal plan would 
have been unworkable, an@ a plan possible of attainment 
was sure to invite dissatisfaction. 

The flaws are certainly obvious, but we would like to 
urge that criticism be held in abeyance and every aid be 
given the program in order that the long-awaited national 
annuity system can at last be launched. For if the plan 
is such a poor and unsatisfactory one, there is all the more 
responsibility on the part of the Kishi Government to carry 
it out. There can be no excuse for failure. 

The important thing is to eStablish the foundation for 
a national annuity system and thus take the first realistic 
step toward a full-scale working system in the future. 
The Cabinet can do so if it will act with resolution and 
boldness, 


Design Piracy 

The event has passed but its inspiration should be last- 
ing, and so we would like to congratulate the Shirokiya 
Department Store and the Patent Agency for their recent 
exhibit on pirated designs, 
it was not a very pretty affair. But as a somewhat 
exceptional display of Japanese self-criticiam—indeed, of 
airing our dirty linen In public—the exhibit had its own 
virtue. We only hope for its salutary effect. 

There are those who object fundamentally to an ex- 
posure such as this. In fact there are too many people 
among us who think that way, and they constitute a formid- 
able barrier to our seeing ourselves as others see us, To 
this day it remains questionable that the average Japa- 
nese is aware of the general ill will toward this country 
that is generated abroad by the altogether common practice 
of copying foreign designs. 

Yet a significant part of the exhibit showed that some 
Japanese were even copying the works of their own coun- 
trymen. This fact apparently suggests that the basic ethical 
principle involved is lacking. It would seem that the 
robber designer might think he is flattering the other 
designer's work. ' 

Some progress can be noted in recent years toward 
introducing that necessary ethical principle. But as the 
exhibit so graphically showed we still have a long way 
to go. 

It was interesting to note the conjunction of the ex- 
hibit with another, right next to it, of contemporary Fin- 
nish and Danish products. Some of these showed a Japa- 
nese influence. But in every case the borrowed idea 
was reworked to produce a genuinely original object. 

Our designers could do the same, if they understood 
the difference between this and piracy and if they did not 
foresake their own talent. On purely native products, that 
talent is amply shown, Why can't it be applied to articles 
that are outside of the traditional Japanese living context?

Future Naval Warfare 


Nuclearmen of the Deep 


By PARKELL 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S. Navy belleves today that 
ite war fleets are winning a 
peacetime battle to avoid being 
chased beneath the sea by tech- 
nology. 

But if space age advances in 
detection and missiles prove so 
great that most naval combat 
operations must be subsurface, 
it is preparing to take full ad- 
vantage of nuclear-powered sub 
marines. ? 

One result may be a genera- 
tion of Navy men prepared to 
fight either from surface ships 
or submarines. 

Another will be the gradual 
Obsolescence of nonnuclear na- 
val unless they can 
somehow be of service to atom- 
ic-powered aircraft carriers. 

The inescapable facts of fu- 
ture naval warfare, being studl- 
ed by the Navy's progress anal- 
ysis group, include: 

—Surface.ships will be able to 
operate within the zone of com- 
bat only if they control the sky 
above and the waters below. 
That means huge task forces 
based around the aircraft car- 
riers and including cruisers and 
destroyers amply armed with 
antiaircraft guided missiles. 

-~Only the nuclear sub can 
patrol alone. The fact that 
these can remain submerged in- 
definitely, and their new-found 
ability to conduct subsurface 
launchings of 1.500-mile missiles 
carrying H-bomb warheads, has 
made them “a fourth dimension 
in sea power.” 

The Navy already has several 
categories of enlisted men who 
are trained to serve ekther on 


vesseis 


subs or surface ships. These 
include “nuclearmen,” guided 
missle men, electronics tech- 


nicians and machinist mates, 

During the next few years, 
the number is expected to in- 
crease by 700 per cent, while the 
missile category will increase by 
2,000 per cent. Gains of 40 and 
25 per cent respectively are as- 
signed to the electronics and 
machinist groups. 

This probably will not change 
the system of four-year enlist- 
ments. The Navy reports that 
even a nuclearman can be train- 
ed and ready for duty in 15 or 
1} months. 

Conventional subs meanwhile 
have become a thing of the past 
as far as new construction ts 
concerned. Six atomic submersi- 


bles are at sea, 12 are being 
built and a dozen more are in 


various stages of planning. 
The fantastic capabilities as 
signed to the “fleet ballistic sub- 
marine,” one of which ie under 
construction with two more au- 
thorized so far, have centered 
attention on this type. While 
details are still secret, the gen- 
eral characteristics of the subs 
are expected to be these: 
-—They will displace about 
6,000 tons, double the size of

the atomic-powered Nautilus. 

-——They will carry 16 each of 
the Navy's 1,500-mile Polaris 
missiles, and thus will-be capa- 
ble of striking almost any in- 
land target with nuclear explo- 
sives, 

-—They will conduct the mis- 
sile launchings from safe dis- 
tances beneath the surface, and 
may not surface for months at 
a time. 

Recently released information 
indicates that in underwater 
launchings the missile is float- 
ed to or near the surface in a 
capsule, then is ejected by 
mechanical means to an altitude 
of about 150 feet where it is 
fired. 

How this is accomplished with 
precision and accuracy, and es- 
pecially the means used to eject 
the big missiles from the cap- 
sules, are still Navy secrets. 

Rear Adm. Ignatius J. Ga- 
lantin, former chief of under- 
sea warfare, writing in the June 
issue of the U.S. Naval Institute 
Proceedings, assures that the 
area of possible conflict can be 
greatly extended downward as 
well as upward. 

Whereas 300 or 400 feet was 
extreme depth for a World War 
Il sub, Galantin believes nu- 
clear types can be built to patrol 
at depths of 3,000 feet—more 
than half a mile. The oceans 
average about 13,000 feet in 
depth. 

But Capt. Henry L. Miller, di- 
rector of the Progress Analysis 
Group, warned in an interview 
that the purpose of U.S. Naval 
operations must always be to 
control the surface of the seas. 

Miller pointed out that there 
are 18,000 merchant ships car- 
rying more than 99 per cent of 
the commerce between the Free 
World nations. 

The Navy is building one nu- 
clear-powered carrier, the 86,- 
000-ton Enterprise and an atom- 
driven cruiser. Other such war- 
ships will be added as soon as 
the nuclear engines can be prov- 
od 


ed. 

Fortunately for the Navy, 
Congress seldom refuses money 
for anything nuclear. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, Army chief 
of staff, jokingly remarked re- 
cently that he thought he could 
get all the trucks he wanted. if 

e could somehow put atomic 
warheads in them,

Crab Sweeper 
Kani or crabs appear in many 
legends of Japan, and even in 
mythological tales, 


When Toyotama-hime-no-ml- 
koto was about to give birth to 
a baby, a lying-in hut was erect- 
ed by the sea shore. As there 
were numerous little crabs on 
the shore, an attendant was de 
talled to the task of sweeping 
them from the neighborhood of 
the hut. He was called Kank 
mori or kammnori meaning 
crab attendant. 


Later when an office was 
opened in the Imperial Court 
to undertake construction work 
and maintenance, it was called 
Kamon-ryo, and house cleaning 
came to be known as Kani-harai 
or crab sweeping. Thus from 
the mythological tale, kani 
came to stand for sweeping and 
cleaning. . 


Because of the tale, the kani 
has also come to be connected 
with babies. The first discharge 
of a ew-born baby is still call- 
ed kani-baba. In the old days 
among aristocratic circles, the 
first dress given to a new-born 
baby was known as kanitori-ko- 
sode or Kanitori, that is crab- 
taking dress. 

In many parts of the country 
stories are told in which crabs 
fight giant snakes. There are 
temples named Kani-era or 
crab temples. There are also 
tales of crabs saving people's 
life or performing some be- 
nevolent act. 


There are many kinds of 
crabs, land crabs, sea crabs and 
fresh-water crabs. Many are edi- 
ble and those caught in the 
northern ‘seas are famous for 
their excellent meat. 


Heike-gani or Heike clan crab 
caught in the shallow waters in 
the western part of the Inland 
Sea have become famous be- 
cause of a tale that came to be 
attached to them. 

This species of crab has a 
human face marked in relief on 
its back shell. When the Heike 
or Taira clan was defeated by 
the Genji or Minamoto clan in 
the sea battle off Dan-no-ura in 
the Inland Sea, Heike soidiers 
who were killed turned into 
these crabs, so it Is traditional- 
ly believed.

Rumblings in North Vietnam 


Recently there have 
some rather significant 
in the Communist 
North Vietnam. The elections 
for a new National Assembiy 
have been postponed although 
it is not very clear why, since 
the elections would be Commu 
nist-style, under strict control, 
and te Communists would 
have nothing to fear. The elec-

Nor is that all. A consider 
able number of the original 


members of the assembly have 
disappeared, either from death 
or because they have fied 
south, But the Government has 
turned down the idea of sup- 


plementary elections to fill 
these vacancies. 
Truong Chinh, the former 


secretary general of the Com- 
munist Party who was removed 
In 1956 as a sop to public discon- 
tent over the brutalities of land 
reform, has been brought back 
into authority as the Deputy 
Prime Minister. His hand has 
been evident in the tightening 
of Communist discipline. 


“Attacks on intellectuals who 
had dared to satirize commu- 
nism have grown much more 
bitter. Throughout April and 
May there were daily assaults 
in the newspapers on these in- 
cautious writers. All the well- 
tried devices of “character as- 
sassination” have been called 
into use, 


This sharpening of the regime 
in North Vietnam comes at an 
odd moment when the Commu- 
nist Government has been put- 
ting out official statements call- 
ing for a new deal between the 
states of North and South Viet- 
nam. The Communists are ask- 
ing that relations between the 
two areas should be normalized 
and they want the problem of 
reunification examined afresh, 
but this latest campaign can 
hardly help their cause. 


The Government of the south 
is not opposed to unification. At 
the time of the Geneva Con- 
ference it fought against parti- 
tion and it was the Communists 
who then stood for the coun- 
try’s division. But if reunifica- 
tion is to be a possibility, cer- 
tain conditions have to be ob 
served. There can b&ho ques- 
tion of communism simply 
swallowing up the south, 
though this is what the north 
evidently hopes for. South 
Vietnam has continually pro- 
gressed in stability and prosper- 
ity. It will not throw these 
achievements away. 


In reply to the Communists, 
the south has put forward a 
six-point program, This in- 
cludes some obvious points. For 
example, it requires the north 
to scale down its military 
strength to equality with the 
south, This is necessary if nego- 
tiation is not to take place on 
a basis of threats. The south 
demands also that Communists 
should give up their campaigns 
to subvert democratic institu- 
tions south of the border. 


The Communists have refused 
exit permits to nearly 100,000 
people who have applied 
through the International Con- 
trol Commission for permission 
to go south. The Government 
in the south asks that this 
refusal should be reversed. 

The most important demand 
is that the north should restore 


Book Review 


Japanese Nihilist 


NO LONGER HUMAN (177 pp.)— 
Osamu Dazai—New Directions 
($3.50). 


One day in 1948, aged 38, 
Japanese Novelist Osamu Dazai 
committed suicide by jumping 
into Tokyo’s Tamagawa RKes- 
ervoir. It was Dazai’s fifth at- 
tempt, but he had long courted 
selfdiestruction in alcoholism 
and morphine addiction. The 
son of a rich landowning fami- 
ly, Novelist Dazai was deeply, 

srhaps disastrously, Western- 
zed, Thé title of his first novel, 
The Setting Sun, provided a tag 
line (“people of the setting 
sun”) for postwar Japanese dis- 
illusionment and class disin- 
tegration. Spare, evocative and 
heavily autobiographical, Da- 
zai’'s novels are monochromes 
of despair. Their only affirma- 
tion is the fact that the author 
took the trouble to write them 
—and write them well. 


The sole emotion the hero of 
No Longer Human feels is a 
horror of other humans. As a 
boy, Yozo has merely to watch 
the rest of the family of ten 
devour its food to lose his own 
appetite. When his father asks 
Yozo what present he wants 
from Tokyo, his first impulse is 
to answer: “Nothing.” (“The 
thought went through my mind 
that jt didn't make any differ- 
ence.”) To mask his apartness, 
the youngster feels that he 
must play the clown, wins 
from his schoolmates the title 
of “Harold Lioyd of Northeast 
Japan.” 


At college in Tokyo, a coarse 
painter friend introduces Yozo 
to “the mysteries of drink, 
cigarettes, prostitutes, pawn- 
shops and left-wing thought.” 
For a young man whose will is 
as weak as his life drive, this 
strange combination paves the 
road to the lower depths. Yozo 
has an affair with a waitress, 
but fluffs his end of their suicide 
pact. Scrabbling for a living 4s 


kept, for a time, by a woman 
journalist. To keep himself in 
cheap gin, the cartoonist sinks 
to pornography. Toward novel's 
epd, Yozo is even ready to make 
love to a monstrously crippled 
female druggist in return far 
morphine. 

Out of these squalid though 
sometimes cruelly moving 
episodes, Yozo emerges with a 
stoic creed—“Everything 
passes.” Almost alone among 
recent Japanese literary im- 
ports, No Longer Human is 
strikingly free of cherry-blossom 
reveries and puzzling Oriental 
character motivations. If the 
author’s identity were © un- 
known, this novel might easily 
be taken forthe work of a US. 
Southern decadent who had 
lingered long at the cafe tables 
of the French existentialists.

No Comnrunist 
government has yet voluntarily 
accorded its people genuine dem- 
ocratic liberties. On the dav 
that it does so it would either 


cease to be Communist, or it 
would be voted away by its 
subjects. 

Thus there is not much 
pect of an early end of the 
division of Vietnam. The com- 


petition between the north and 
south will persist but it is a 
competition about which the 
south need not be anxious, In 


economic welfare and in the 
well-being of its cultural life 
it has left the north far be- 


hind. 
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Hotels in Korea 
To the Editor: 

The article “Tourists Redis- 
cover Korea” by Kaoru Noda 
which appeared in the June 9 
edition was on the whole com- 
mendable for highlighting the 
tourist attractions of Korea 
and the efforts of the Korean 
Government to make them 


more accessible to foreign tour- 
ists. 


However, the article contains 
one very unfortunate statement 
which is not only quite inac- 
curate but also most discourag- 
ing to the prospective tourist. 
The author points out that only 
the Bando Hotel in Seoul is 
suitable for the Western visitor. 
This is not the case. The Ban- 
do Hotel, in addition to charg- 
ing very high rates, will accept 
in payment only U.S. dollars. 
This is perhaps understandable 
since the Korean currency is 
100 per cent overvalued at the 
official exchange rate and the 
U.S. dollar is in great demand, 
but it constitutes an unreason- 
able restriction on the foreign 
visitor—one found nowhere 
else in Asia. 

If the Bando were, indeed, the 


only accommodation suitable 
for the Western visitor, the 
ease for tourism in Korea 
would be difficult to make. 
There are fortunately several 
other Western-style hotels in 
Seoul which provide satisfac- 


tory accommodation for foreign- 
ers at reasonable prices for pay- 
ment in the currency of Korea. 


My wife and I visited Korea 
last month for two weeks and 
we were delighted to find in 
the Savoy Hotel everything we 
could expect from a well-manag- 
ed Western-style facility. This 
hotel has been in operation for 
almost a year. In addition, | 
understand that the Internation- 
al Hotel, approved by U.S. mili- 


tary inspectors, alsc provides 
facilities for foreigners, 
Outside . Seoul, the Korean 


Government has made consider- 
able progress in deyeloping 
facilities for Western tourists, 
although much more remains 
to be done. At Kyongju, the 
ancient capital of the Silla king- 
dom, ome can have the choite 
of Western 6r Korean style ac- 
commodations at the Govern- 
ment-operated Pulkuksa Hotel. 
At. Onyang, Heundae. and Don- 
gnae hot spring resorts there 
are also comfortable Western- 
stvle notels. Though these West- 
ern-style facilities are available, 
as in the case of traveling in 
Japan, it would be a mistake for 
the tourist to miss the oppor- 
tunity of sampling the local 
style of living. 

Korea has a rich past and a 
dynamic present which will 
attract the tourist who is sin- 
cerely interested in the Far 
East. The problem has long 
been one of making attractions 
accessible. The Ministry of 
Transportation and the Korean 
Travel Bureau have made sig- 
nificant progress toward this 
goal in the last year.
